THE FALLS oF NEUSE.—The 
Wadesboro Argus, in its issue of the 
19th inst., has the following in rela- 
tion to this well known paper mill! of 
this county. This mill does a very 
large and, we are happy to say, in- 
creasing business. @ Argus is 
right when it says that the paper 
manufactured at this mill is of excel- 
lent quality.and will compare favora- 
bly with that coming from any mill 
in the country. The Argus says: 

‘This splendid water power, which, 
perhaps, is equal to any in this part 
of the State, is about thirteen miles 
from Raleigh and about three miles 
West of the Raleigh & Gaston KRail- 
road. This valuable property is own- 
ed by the Neuse Manufacturing Co. 
They have at this place a large pa- 
per manufactory, at which they make 
a superior artigle.ef book, news and 
Wrapping paper.” *The Company 
turn out from 2,000 to 2,400 Ibs. of 
news or book paper daily, and are 
enlarging their works and making 
preparations to manufacture about 
3,000 Ths. per day. The book and 
hews paper made at these mills are 
of superior quality. This sheet isa 
sample of the newspaper, though not 
of the heaviest grade, made + the 
Company, and we learn that most of 
the papers published in the State get 
their supplies from these mills. 

‘Phe book paper manufactured 
is of most exceilent quality, and we 
intend procuring a supply for our 
Job Offive that we may hereafter give 
our friends better work in Pamph- 
lets, Circulars, Catalogues, &c., when- 
ever they may want such things put 
up at our office. As many of our 
readers have never seen a paper mill 
and would like to know something 
of the process of converting all sorts 
of dirty rags into pure white paper 
we will give them a brief description 
of the manner in which it is done : 

‘‘First, the old rags are emptied 
into a large room with tables and 
stands, at which a number of hands 
are engaged, dusting and preparing 
them tor the after work. They are 
taken from here to an adjoining 
room and run through a cutting ma- 
chine, which revolves at the rate of 
1,500 revolutions per minute, when 
they have passed through they are 
all cut finely and are then carried 
through a machine, which loosens 
the diel and dust from them and blows 
it out of them. 

‘They are then placed in a large 
revolving steam boiler with about 
two barrels of lime, dissolved in wa- 
ter, put in with 3,400 pounds of the 
rags, and steam is let upon them 
by a pipe passing through the 
eentre of one of the QGud- 
geons upon which the _ boiler 
revolves. After being subjected toa 
steaming process for about eleven 
hours, they are turned into large vats 
or tubs through which a stream of 

ure clean water is constantly pass- 

ng. After remaining in this water 
long enough to free them from the 
lime and diel, they are treated toa 
dose of chemicals to bleach them,and 
are then turned into large vats in 
the basement of the building. The 
vats have a false bottum perforated 
so all the water can drained off from 
the rags, which leaves a mass of 
white fleecy-looking pulp. This pulp; 
after standing two or three days, is 
taken to an engine where water is 
pumped upon it and it is thoroughly 
beaten and evenly mixed, and passes 
on to blankets which pass around 
rollers where, in passing, it is shaped 
into a continuous sheet which be- 
comes stronger and more compact as 
it passes along a series of rollers on 
to three large cylenders filled with ° 
steam, in passing over which it is 
perfectly dried and is taken on reels 
and passes from the reels to the cutter 
where it is cut in such sizes as is de- 
signed, and is now ready for folding 
and vundling. ~This is for newspaper 
—if book paper is wanted the pulp is 
treated toa Sais of sizing, and when 
the sheet passes off of the dryers, it 
is carried through a machine called a 
Callendar, which is a series of chilled 
iron rollers where it is more closely 
pressed and a smoother, harder sur- 
| face given to the paper and from this 
it goes to the cutter as before.”

We did believe, and believe yet, that 
if the local option bill was adopted in 
this township it would work a refor- 
mation, sadly needed, whether there 
was any change iu the officials or 
not.

Tt contains a considerable quantity ot water (about 20 = cent.), and w hen dried isa paler 
brown powder. The Guano is evidently of animal origin, and the minute bones, which 
were discovered in the same, indicate that it is the resu't of the decay of bats, mice, &c. 
The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 24 per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per cent. wa: found, All the nitrogen wert would be equivalent 
to about 3% per cent.of ammonia. The phosphoric acid in the Guano§ about 1234 per 
cent., equal to 27 3 per cent. of bone pho-phate. A considerable quantity of the pose 
phoric acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phospnate of lime, which, being 
slightly soluble in water, renders the Guan» as quick in its action, as a correspondin 
quantity ef superphosphate would do. The smali percentage of potash, which was foun 
in the analysis, adds to its value.
